WHEREAS to protect its cultural resources, the Little Traverse Bay Bands of Odawa 
Indians needs to assess its tribal lands to determine the nature and significance of all cultural 
resources on its lands; 

WHEREAS the Tribe's archives and records department has prepared a grant 
application to the National Park Service for this purpose; 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the Tribal Council supports the grant 
application to the National Park Service for "A Project to Conduct An Archeological Site 
Location Survey and Land Use History of the Trust Lands of the Little Traverse Bay Bands of 
Odawa Indians"; 

FURTHER RESOLVED that Tribal Chairman Gerald V. Chingwa, or his designee, is 
authorized to execute any documents necessary to apply for, receive and administer funds under 
the grant.
